2. Function of Committee 


(a) The Members of Parliament will be paid Travelling 
Allowance and Daily Allowance for attending the meeting of 
the Samiti as per the provisions of the Members of Parliament 
(Salary, Allowance and Pension) Act, 1954 and rules made 
there-under and the amendments issued from time to time.
